You can count on a GR unit to last longer than you will, unless you 
seriously abuse it. If you use it most of every day, you may need to 
fashion a replacement brush. 


I suggest you do these things: 


- MOVE the input tap on the winding so the dial indicates about the 
right voltages. 

- Use a three wire grounded cord 

-FUSE BOTH the input and output leads 

(-don't use one with out a case or cabinet)
